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MINUTES  OF  THE  MEETING  OF  THE  GOI^jITtEE  ON  INSTRUCTION 

FEBRUARY  24,  1937. 


The  stated  meeting  of  the  Gommitcee  on  Instruction  was  held 
at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Wednesday,  February  24th, 
1937,  at  four  o'clock. 

There  were  present  Mr.  Stokes  in  the  chair,  Mrs,  Nichols, 
Messrs.  D'Ascenzo,  Hayward,  Jenks,  Willing,  the  Principal  of  the 
School  and  the  Director  of  the  Textile  School. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  with  vouchers  for  the  month 
of  January  1937,  were  submitted  and  approved. 

The  Secretary  announced  that  he  and  the  Assistant  Secretary, 
Mr.  Graham,  interviewed  Mr,  Clarence  E.  Ackley,  Chief  of  the 
Division  of  School  Law  of  the  Cociaionwealxh  of  Pennsylvania,  in 
regard  to  changes  in  the  Charter  of  the  Corporation  by  which 
appropriate  degrees  may  be  awarded  by  the  Trustees  to  graduates 
of  the  Schools.   Dr.  Aclcley  promised  prompt  consideration  of  the 
suggestions  and  would  notify  the  Corporation  of  his  decision  very 
soon. 

The  Principal  reported  on  the  registration  in  the  schools 
showing  a  present  enrollment  in  the  Art  Day  School  of  377  full 
timestudents  compared  with  352  for  1936  and  in  the  Textile  School 
of  177  full  ti  _e  students  compared  with  139  for  the  same  time 
last  year.    The  Principal  called  attention  of  the  Committee  to 
an  exhibition  of  Outdoor  Advertising  now  displayed  in  the 
exhibition  room  of  the  school.  The  exhibition  consists   of  the 
work  of  professional  advertising  artists,  as  well  as  of  students, 
in  connection  with  a  competition  sponsored  by  the  McClandish 
Lithograph  Corporation. 

The  School  is  feeling  the  effect  of  the  improved  economic 
condition,  the  Principal  reported,  in  that  there  are  more 
inquiried  for  students  to  fill  positions  than  for  some  time 
in  the  past.   Practically  all  graduates  of  last  years  classes 
are  placed  in  responsible  positions. 

The  Principal  is  continuing  his  talks  before  High  Schools 
in  connection  with  vocational  guidance  meetings  attended  by 
mothers  and  fathers  of  children   attending  the  High  Schools  in  and 
near  Philadelphia. 

The  Principal  reported  that  an  enlarger   and  enlarging 
attachment  recently  acquired  for  the  course  in  Photography  have 
not  met  the  requirements  of  the  students  and  that  this  equipment 
should  be  exchanged  for  a  sjoecial  enlarger  that  will  fit  the  present 
needs  which  will  cost  an  additional  $16.30 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Principal  was  authorized  to 
exchange  an  enlarger  and  an  enlarging  attachment  for  a  special 
enlarger  for  the  Course  in  Photography  for  an  additional  sum  of 
$15,80,  payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund  Income. 
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The  Gommittee  was  invited  to  inspect  a  modelling  stand 
that  had  been  designed  for  use  of  the  students  in  the  modelxing 
department. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Principal  was  authorized 
to  secure  fourteen  modelling  stands  for  the  use  of  the  students 
in  the  modelling  department  at  a  total  cost  not  to  exceed  $196, , 
payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T,  Morris  Fund  Income, 

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  read  by  the  Director, 
Mr,  France,  who  reported  that  the  progress  in  the  various  classes 
for  the  past  month  has  been  in  keeping  with  the  School's  usual 
high  standard.  He  commented   brfefly  on  the  interest  displayed  by 
the  students  in  the  series  of  lectures  on  "Marketing  and  Distribution 
of  Textiles'*  and   announced  that  on  March  10th  another  series  of 
twenty  lectures  will  be  given  by  Mr.  A.  T.  Cameron  of  the  Wharton 
School  stafr,  on  accounting,  covering  in  a  major  way,  instruction 
regarding  balance  sheets.  He  also  announced  that  inquired  for 
registration  for  next  year's  classes  are  already  being  received  and 
that  he  expected  a  satisfactory  enrollment, 

Mr,    Hayward  announced  that  he  has  interested  the  personnel 
representative  of  Marshall  Field  Company  of  Ohicago  in  the  ability 
of  the  students  of  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  and  as  a  result, 
the  personnel  representative  of  this  company  is  coming  to  Philadelphi 
to  interview  students  for  possible  positions  with  Marshall  Field 
Company, 


The  meeting  then  adjourned  to  view  the  exhibition  on 
Advertising  Art,

March   24,    1937. 


The  stated  meeting  of  the  Con:aittee  on  Instruction  was  held 
at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Wednesday,  March  24th, 
1^37  at  four  o'clock. 

There  were  present,  Mr.  Stokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Nichols, 
Mrs.  Patterson,  Mrs,  S.  Emlen  Stokes,  Messrs.  Hart,  Hayward, 
Jenks,  Mertz ,  Willing,  the  Principal  of  the  School  and  the 
Director  of  the  Textile  School, 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  with  vouchers  for  the  month  of 
February  1937,  were  submitted  and  approred. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held   February  24,  1937  were  approved. 

The  Principal  announced  that  final  preparations  were  being 
made  for  the  Annual  Fashion  Show  which  is  scheduled  for  Tuesday 
April  13th  at  3:30  and  for  Wednesday,  April  14th  at  So'olock 
and  at  3:30  o'clock,  at  the  Manufacturers  and  Bankers  Club,  He 
also  said  that  the  scheme  of  presentation  will  be  somewhat  changed 
this  year  in  that  an  interesting  stage  set,  effective  lights  and 
groupings  will  be  emphasized.   He  announced  that  the  Textile  School 
had  provided  five  pieces  of  handsome  materials  for  the  Show, 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  1936-37  Buaget  provided  an 
amount  of  $1,500.  for  the  printing  of  the  school  circular  and  stated 
that  in  all  probability  the  cost  of  printing  the  circular  would 
amount  to  more  than  the  budget  now  provides. 

On  motion,  duly  seconaed,  it  was  resolved  that  the  Principal 
be  authorized  to  expend  for  the  printing  of  the  School  circular 
an  additional  amount  not  exceeding  $300,  over  the  Budget  estimates. 

The  Principal  said  that  the  School  library  would  like  to 
have  on  its  shelves  a  volume  entitled  "Early  American  Homes"  and 
two  volumes  of  Deutsche  Kunst.   The  "Early  American  Homes"  would 
cost  |6,  and  the  two  volumes  of  Deutsche  Kunst  would  cost  $20,50, 

Mrs,  Patterson  and  Mrs.  Nichols  volunteered  to  contribute  the 
amount  to  purchase  these  volumes. 

On  motion,  duly  seconaed,  it  was  resolved  to  extend  the 
thanks  of  the  Committee  to  Mrs,  Patterson  and  to  Mrs.  Nichols  for 
their  generous  contribution  for  the  purchase  of  books  for  the 
School  library. 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women,  the  Principal  announced,  has 
provided  this  year  a  Travelling  Scholarship  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  $600.  to  be  awarded  to  the  most  outstanding  student  in 


the  Art  School,  It  will  be  a  wonderful  opportunity  for  the  student 
receiving  the  award  to  attend  the  International  Exposition  of  ^rt s 
and  Grafts  to  be  held  in  Paris  which  promises  to  be  most  note- 
worthy. 

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  presented  by  the 
Director,  Dr.  France,  who  said  that  in  many  respects  the  year 
has  been  an  extraordinary  one.    He  reported  that  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  present  enrollment  of  the  Evening  School  have 
signified  their  iitentions  of  continuing  their  studies  next  year 
by  filing  applications  on  the  closing  night  of  this  season, 

Mr.  Willing,  Chairman,  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  study 
the  question  of  providing  additional  school  accommodations, 
submitted  plans  for  a  proposed  addition  to  the  school  building. 

After  a  general  discussion  of  these  plans,  it  was,  on 
motion,  duly   seconded,  resolved  that  the  members  of  the 
Instruction  Committee  who  represent  textile  interests  constitute 
a  committee  with  power  to  act. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned.

APRIL    28,1937. 


The  stated  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  was 
held  at  the  School,  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  Wednesday,  April 
23th,  1937,  at  four  o'clock. 

There  were  present  Mr.  Stokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Patterson, 
Messrs,  D'Ascenzo,  Hart,  Jenks ,  Mertz,  the  Principal  of  the  School 
and  the  Director  of  the  Textile  School. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held   March  24  1937  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  with  vouchers  for  the  month 
of   March  1937,  were  submitted  and  approved. 

The  Principal  submitted  the  new  Catalogue  of  the  School 
which  had  just  been  delivered  by  the  printer.   He  reported 
that  the  Alumni  Association  of  the  Ar|  School  had  held  their 
annual  dinner  Saturday,  April  24th,  which  was  well  attended.  At 
the  annual  exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  Alumni,  which  was 
displayed  at  the  same  time,  the  school  medal  was  presented  to 
John  Obold  for  his  outstanding  work  in  silver.  The  Principal  was 
happy  to  announce  that  the  Association  had  presented  the  School 
with  $150.  for   a  part-time  scholarship. 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  Fashipn  Show  was  presented 
to  three  capacity  houseson  April  13th  and  14th.   The  Fashion  Show 
has  stimulated  the  interest  of  first   year  students  and  there  is 
every  indication  of  a  good  enrollment  next  year, 

Mr.  Carl  Thumin  of  the  design  department  of  the  General 
Electric  Company  talked  to  the  second  year  classes  and  the 
design  class  on  xaachine  design.  This  talk  proved  very  instructi-we 
and  was  appreciated  by  the  students. 

The  Principal  said  that  the  class  in  Photography,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Nelson  G-ruppo,  has  made  very  satisfactory  progress, 
It  is  a  technical  course,  and  as  in  most  technical  courses, 
equipment  is  of  the  utmost  importance.  The  Principal  submitted  a 
list  prepared  by  Mr,  Gruppo  regarding  extra  equipment  and 
assistance  necessary  to  carry  on  successfully  the  course  for  the 
next  scholastic  year. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  appropriate 
the  sum  of  f850.  for  purchases  in  connection  with  the  course  in 
Photography, 

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  presented  by  the 
Director,  Dr.  France,  who  commented  upon  the  discuss  ions  on 
textile  education  which  were  held  at  the  semi-annual  conference 
of  the  various  textile  school  deans  under  the  auspices  of  the 
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Textile  Foundation,  at  'Grove  Park  Inn,  Ashvilie,  North  Carolina, 
He  also  discussed  the  part  played  by  the  Textile  School  at  the 
Annual  Knitxing  Show  held  at  Convention  Hall. 

Dr.  France  reported  important  gifts  to  the  School  from 
the  William  Allen  Sons  Company,  the  Republic  Steel  Company  of 
Ohio  and  the  Sunoco  Products  of  Hartsville  ,  South  Carolina, 

Upon   motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  convey  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  to  the 
various  donors  for  their  gifts  to  the  Textile  School. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  thanks  of  the  Gommit"cee 
were  extended  to  Dr.  France, 

Mr.  Hart  suggested  that  $450.  of  the  balance  in  the 
Textile  School  Advertising  Expense  Account  be  appropriated  for 
the  hiring  of  a  bus  for  a  trip  of  the  1937  graduating  class 
to  the  Textile  mills  of  the  south. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  appro- 
priate #450.  from  the  balance  in  the  Textile  Advertising 
Expense  Account  for  the  purpose  of  hiring  a  bus  for  a  trip  of 
1937  graduating  class  to  textile  miails  in  the  south, 

Mr.  Hart  also  said  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  textile 
members  of  the  Committee  that  $3,200.  be  distributed  among  the 
various  members  of  the  Textile  School  staff. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  be  empowered  to 
distribute  among  the  various  members  of  the  Textile  School 
staff  a  total  wage  adjustment  of  $3,200,,  the  amount  each  member 
is  to  receive  to  be  determined  by  the  Chairman, 

In  the  absence  of  Mr,  Willing,  the  report  of  the  Building 
Committee  was  read  by  the  Secretary.  The  Chairman  requested  the 
Building  Committee  to  give  further  study  to  the  question  of 
additional  school  accommodations  and  to  report,  if  possible, 
by  the  next  meeting. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned.

There  were  present,  Mr.  Stokes  in  the  chair,  Mrs, 
Nichols,  Mrs.  Rhoads ,  Messrs,  Hart,  Jenks ,  Mertz,  the 
Principal  of  the  School  and  the  Director  of  the  Textile 
School, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on 
Instruction   held   April  28th,  1937  ,  were  approved. 
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The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  with  vouchers  for  th< 
month  of  April,  1937,  were  submitted  and  approved. 

The  Principal  said  that  since|it  is  not  possible 
this  year  to  hold  Commencement  exercises  at  the  Museum, 
arrangements  have  been  made  to  engage  the  auditorium 
at  the  Manfac  turers '  and  Bankers*  Club  for  this 
occasion  on  June  3,  at  10:30  o'clock.    The  Director  of 
the  Textile  School  has  been  successful  in  obtaining 
the  auditorium  at  a  moderate  figure.   Seventy-one  students 
are  graduating  from  the  Art  School  and  twenty-nine  from 
the  Textile  School,  Mrs.  Nichols  again  will  award  the 
prizes  to  the  students.    The  Annual  Exhibition  of  the 
work  of  the  students  will  open  on  the  evening  of  June  3 
and  continue  through  June  25th. 

The  Associate  Committee  of  Women  were  very  generous 
this  year  and  their  gifts  have  made  it  possible  to  award 
a  Foreign  Scholarship  and  Prizes  totalling  $1,013. 

The  Principal  reported  15o3  registered  in  both 
schools  for  the  scholastic  year  1936-37. 

The  Principal  said  that  there  were  a  number  of 
improvements  that  should  be  made  during  the  summer  and 
recommended  that  a  sum  of  $700.  be  allocated  for  this 
work.    He  submitted  the  following  plan  for  this  work:

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  recommend  to 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  that  $700.  be  appropriated  from  the  John 
T.  Morris  Fund  Income,  to  make  improvements  in  the  School  building. 

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  presented  by  the 
Director  who  said  that  both  the  staff  and  the  students  now  were 
engaged  in   preparing  for  the  closing  of  the  school  year.  He  said - 
that  the  Annual  Exhibition  would  be  one  of  the  best,  if  not  the 
best,  exhibition  the  Textile  School  has  shown,  especially  in  color 
and  design.  He  was  glad  to  announce  that  the  larger  part  of  the 
present  graduating  class  will  start  employment  on  the  Monday 
following  Gom-Tiencement, 

The  new  Permutit  system,  mentioned  last  month,  is  now 
installed  and  ready  for  service  and  will  surely  serve  a  very 
useful  purpose. 

The  report  of  the  Comniiti;ee  appointed  to  study  the  question 
of  additional  school  accommodations  was,  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chairman,  submitxed  by  the  Secretary,  The  Committee  reported  that 
in  its  opinion,  no  temporary  building  could  be  economically 
constructed  which  would  meet  the  needs  of  either  the  Art  or  the 
Textile  School,  and  that  the  question  of  a  permanent  location  of 
the  schools  should  be  definitely  decided  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
In  the  event  the  Trustees  decide  to  locate  the  School  permanently 
at  Broad  and  Pine  Streets,  the  Committee  then  recommended  that 
comprehensive  plans  be  prepared  for  new  school  buildings  so  designed 
that  units  can  be  constructed  as  funds  become  available. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  Gommitxee  was 
accepted  and  the  thanks  of  the  Instruction  Committee  was  extended 
the  Chairman  and  its  members. 


Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  directea  to 
request  Mr.  Willing  to  submit  a  bill  for  services  rendered  in 
connection  with  this  study. 

The  budgets  for  the  Art  and  Textile  Schools  for  the  year  1937- 
were  submitxed.   Attention  was  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
proposed  budget  a  2%   annual  charge  for  depreciation  of  school 
buildings  is  included,  , 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the  budgets 
for  both  the  Art  and  Textile  Schools  be  approved. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned.

There  were  present,  Mr.  otokes,  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Goxe, 
Mrs.  i^ichols  ,  Mrs.  S.  Emlen  Stokes,  Messrs.  D'Ascenzo,  Jenks, 
Mertz,  the  Principal  of  the  School  and  the  Director  of  the 
Textile  School, 

The  minutes  of  the  nEeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  May  26,  1937,  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer,  with  vouchers  for  the  month 
of  May  1937,  were  submitted  and  approved. 

A  list  of  scholarships  awarded  for  the  year  1937-38, 
numbering  twenty-six,  was  submitted  by  the  Principal  which  list, 
on  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  approved. 

The  Principal  reported  that  the  question  of  importance  at 
present  is  the  necessary  repairs  which  should  be  made  to  the 
school  during  the  surr^mer.  He  enumerated  in  detail  the  necessary 
repair  jobs  amounting  to  $200.  for  painting,   $400,  for  new 
lights,  $200,  for  wash  room  equipment,  #100  for  new  floor, 
$50  for  dark  room,  $100  for  alterations  and  moving  supply 
room  and  $500  for  new  lockers,  making  a  total  of  $1550,   He 
pointed  out  that  the  Committee  had  authorized,  at  its  meeting 
in  May,  an  expenditure  of  $700.  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund 
Income, 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  approve  the 
additional  expenditure  of  $850.  for  necessary  repairs  to  the 
school  building  during  the  summer. 

The  report  of  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  was  given 
by  the  Director,  Dr.  France,   Dr.  France  advised  that  the  City 
Boiler  inspector  has  recommended  that  the  tubes  of  at  least 
one  of  the  two  school  boilers  should  be  replaced.   Dr.  France 
pointed  out  that  both  boilers  had  been  in  active  service  since 
1911  or  twenty-six  years.  He  submitted  estimates  of  the  cost  of 
the  work  from  various  industrial  organizations. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted: 

Resolved  that  a  contract  to  retube  both  school  boilers  be 
awarded  to  W.  H.  Aschenbach,  2534  S'67th  Street,  at  a  total  cost 
of  $1,192. 
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Dr.  France  discussed  briefly  the  exhibition  of  the  work 
of  the  stucients  of  the  Textile  School.  He  also  announced  that 
out  of  the  graduating  class  this  year,  numbering  twenty-nine 
all  but  four  have  been  successful  in  securing  positions.  He 
reported  that  he  has  been  successful  in  inducing  Proctor  and 
Schwartz  Company  to  make  the  necessary  changes  in  the  small 
carding  machines  to  be  more  effective  at  no  cost  to  the  School, 

On  motion,  duiy  seconded,  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to 
thank  the  Proctor-Schwartz  Co^ipany  for  their  genero  sity  in  im- 
proving, at  no  cost  to  the  Institution,  the  small  carding 
machines  in  the   Philadelphia  Textile  School, 

The  Chairman  announced  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  June  15,  1937,  the  question  of  the  permanent  location 
of  the  Schools  was  discu  sed  and  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted  by  the  Board: 

Resolved  that  the  Committee  on  Instruction  be  advised 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  believes  that  no  more  advantageous 
location  for  the  schools  than  their  present  site  is  available 
and  that  therefore  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  in  making 
plans  for  additional  s ch  ol  buildings,  should  consider  that 
the  permanent„of  the  schools,  as  far  as  it  is  now  practical 
to  forecost,  shall  be  at  Broad  and  Pine  Streets. 

The  Chairman  also  announced  that  at  the  Annual  Meeting 
of  the  Corporation,  an  amendment  to  the  Charter  was  adopted 
empowering  the  Trustees  to  grant  degrees  as  may  be 
authorized  by  the  State  Council  of  Sducation  or  its  successor. 
The  amendment  must  be  approved  by  the  proper  Court  before  it 
can  be  effective. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  Treasurer  submitted  a  plan  in  connection  with  arrangements 
made  by  the  Assistant  Treasurer  with  various  students  for 
deferred  payment  of  their  tuition,  which  arrangements,  upon 
motion,  duly  seconded,  were  approved. 

The  Principal  announced  that  the  number  of  students  in  the 

Art  Day  School  has  reached  488;  in  the  Art  Evening  School,  257, 

and  in  the  Art  Saturday  School,  263. 

A  serious  problem  confronts  the  Art  Department  in  regard  to  class 
rooms.  The  large  number  of  students  registered  in  the  first  year 
class  and  the  large  number  returning  for  the  second,  third  and 
fourth  year  classes  make  the  situation  very  serious  from  the 
standpoint  of  sufficient  room  space  to  maintain  teaching  standards  , 
Rooms  especially  equipped  for  one  purpose  have  to  be  used  for  other 
purposes.   Classes  have  been  divided  tn  order  to  provide  adequate 
teaching  facilities  and  an  additional  instructor  has  had  to  be 
provided  for  the  Drawing  class  for  which  the  principal  recommended 
the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fred  Rothermel,

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Fred 
Rothermel  to  teach  drawing  for  an  additional  half  day- 
each  week  at  the  rate  of  $8  a  half  day  or  $264  for  the 
year  was  approved. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  has  been  stimulated  in  the 
course  of  Industrial  Design.   More  students  are  taking  this 
work  than  at  any  previous  time.  In  working  out  their 
problems,  three  dimensional  models  must  be  made  and  have  to 
be  left  from  day  to  day  in  the  room  in  which  they  are  being 
built.   Also  settings  for  the  Annual  Fashion  Show  have  to 
be  made  well  in  advance  of  the  show.  It  is  imperative  in 
this  conaection,  if  these  courses  are  to  be  developed, 
that  the  room  in  the  basement,  now  occupied  as  a  storage 
room  for  wool,  be  turned  over  to  the  Art  Department.  The 
Principal  urged  that  steps  be  taken  to  clear  this  room 
before  the  first  of  December. 

The  Committee,  on  motion,  duly  seconded,  directed  the 
Principal  to  confer  with  Dr.  France, to  arrange  to  remove 
the  materials  stored  in  the  basement  room  in  the  Art  School, 
renting  storage  space  outside  the  school  building  if 
necessary  to  effect  this  purpose.

A  very  intensive  course  of 
instruction  will  be  given,  each  course  followed  by  a  comprehensive 
examination.   The  Quartermaster  Department  expects  to  pay  tuition 
for  these  men  on  a  per  capitia  basis.   A  fee  of  $25,  per  student 
has  been  suggested. 
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He  reported  that  after  a  survey  made  by  the  Committee  and  textile 
staff,  90  tons  of  old  machinery  have  been  cleaned  out,  twelve  rooms 
have  been  repainted,  in  a c cordanc e  wi th  lighting  standards;  three 
tooms  and  the  Dean's  office  have  been  re-built;  two  student's  lavatories 
and  a  shower  room  have  been  installed.   New  lighting  equipment  is 
being  installed  in  five  rooms. 

The  Dean  washappy  to  report  a  total  registration  to  date  of  125  students, 
54  of  whom  are  first  year  men.   He  announced  a  tremendous  call  for 
graduates  from  everphase  of  the  textile  industry.   The  demand  is  so  great 
that  the  School  has  been  unable  to  meet  it. 

Dr.  Heard  recommended  the  payment  of  transportation  expenses  for 
Evening  School  faculty  of  the  Textile  School, 

On  motion,  duly  seconded, it  was  resolved  to  pay  transportation 

expenses  for  the  Evening  School  faculty  of  the  Textile  School  at  a        " 

cost  of  approximately  §300. 

In  1933  the  Bausch  and  Lorab  Optical  Company  of  Rochester,  N.  Y.  placed 
in  the  Textile  School  one  of  the  Spectrophotometer  outfits  for  the        , 
Chemistry  and  Dyeing  Department  at  a  total  cost  of  $1058.   The  i 

Department  needed  the  equipment  badly  but  the  bill  was  never  passed  for 
payment.   From  time  to  time  the  professor  in  Chemistry  and  Dyeing 
received  various  small  donations  to  apply  to  this  bill.  A  balance 
of  $720.12,  however,  was  still  outstanding.   The  Dean  of  the  Textile 
School  reported  that  he  had  authorized  payment  of  this  bill  and 
requested  approval  of  his  action.  1| 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  approve  the  action  of 
the  Dean  of  the  Textile  School  in  authorizing  payment  of  the  balance 
of  the  bill  amounting  to  $720.12  due  the  Bausch  and  Lomb  Optical 
Company  of  Rochester,  N.  Y. 

Mr.  Hayward  presented  a  cheque  amounting  to  $1,000.  from  the  fund 
collected  at  the  50th  anniversary  celebration  given  in  honour  of 
Dr.  France  as  Director  of  the  Textile  School,  to  pay  half  the  cost 
of  rebuilding  the  Dean's  office. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  was  extended 
Mr.  Hayward  and  his  associates  for  their  generosity. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  decided  that  hereafter  the  Committee 
on  Instruction  will  meet  at  4:15  instead  of  at  4  P.  M.

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The  Dean  of  the  Art  School  reported  a  total  registration  in  the  Art 
School  as  of  October  23  of  865  students. 

He  said  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  interesting  exhibitions 
daring  the  year,  the  first  exhibition  comprising  work  done  by  the  students 
during  the  summer;   second,  Poster  Exhibition  (Milhouse,  Pennsylvania- 
German);  third.  Stage  Costume  Drawings  by  Mrs.  Helen  Stevenson  West;  fourt 
Ceramics;  fifth,  jidward  Shenton's  drawings  for  "The  Yearling"  and  "The 
Face  of  a  Nation";  sixth.  Exhibition  of  Interior  Decoration. 

The  Dean  said  tnat  in  the  Ninth  Annual  National  Ceramic  Exhibition  held 
at  the  Syracuse  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  from  October  13  to  November  3, 
graduates  of  the  school  were  well  represented. 

He  was  happy  to  report  that  Miss  Iliff,  Instructor  in  the  School, 

was  awarded  the  first  prize  in  tne  Print  Show   held  at  the  Art  Alliance 

for  her  lithograph,  "A  New  Orleans  Fantasy". 

Two  honourable  mentions  were  also  awarded  to  graduates  of  the  School. 

Miss  Orth,  in  charge  of  the  course  in  Costume  Design,  has  secured  Mrs. 
Alice  Thompson,  Eaitor  of  "Glamour"  magazine,  to  talk  to  the  students 
in  the  Costume  Design  and  Fashion  Illustration  courses  on  the  evening 
of  November  4th. 

The  Dean  announced  that  he  will  speak  at  the  luncheon  meeting  of  the 
Philadelphia  Federation  of  VJomen's  Clubs  on  November  7th.

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He  also  reported  the  purchase  from  the  Smith  Drum  Co.  of  Philadelphia 
of  one  single  package  Stainless  Steel  Dyeing  Machine.  This  machine 
is  listed  for  $575.  and  the  Dean  was  able  to  secure  it  for  $200.

The  matter  is  being  discussed  with 
the  Chemistry  and  Dyeing  Department,  and  if  satisfactory  arrangements 
can  be  worked  out,  such  a  Fellowship  would  be  advisable. 

He  also  told  the  Committee  that  the  Paraffin  Company,  Inc.  of 
Somerville,  N.  J.  manufacturers  of  floor  coverings,  had  spoken 
to  him  in  reference  to  developing  a  cotton  fabric  for  the  linoleum 
trade  to  replace  jute.   The  Dean  said  it  was  possible  that  a 
suitable  fabric  could  be  developed  for  this  need  within  a  reasonable 
length  of  time .  .'  '    ■ 

Mr.  Frederick  Simon,  a  graduate'  of  the  Textile  School  now  employed 
at  the  Philadelphia  Quartermaster  Depot,  has  been  given  permission 
to  work  out  a  problem  in  dye   synthesis  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
Textile  School. 

The  Dean  has  undertaken  a  study  of  the  requirement's  necessary  for  the 
Textile  School  to  be-  permitted  to  award  a  degree  and  will  report 
his  findings  to  the  Committee  in  the  near  future  for  approval. 

Through  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Hayward  and  Mr.  Eawin  Wilkinson,  the 
Textile  School  has  received  a  donation  from  the  Australian  Trade  Comraissio: 
at  the  World's  Fair,  consisting  of  a  large  glass  show  case  displaying  a 
selection  of  the  principal  grades  of  Australian  wool.  The  display  also 
depicts  various  scense  in  the  preparation  and  marketing  of  wool  in 
Australia.

in  the  dates  of  our  Fashion  Show  and  the  Fashion  Congress,  the

He  told  the  Committee  that  Miss  Orth  and  he  had  attended  "Fashion 
Futures",  the  outstanding  Fashion  Show  in  New  York,  which 
'displays  the  creations  oi"  the  foremost  designers  of  the  country. 
As  a  result  of  this  visit,  the  School  has  arranged  for  Miss 
Ren.ee'  Montague,  one  of  the  leading  American  designers,  to  speak 
to  the  students,  Saturday  morning,  February  1,   at  11  o'clock. 

Dean  V/arwick  reported,  that  in  a  competition  sponsored  by 
the  Julius  Kayser  Company  for  the  designing  of  women's  apparel, 
in  which  1000  sketches  were  submitted  from  all  over  the  country, 
seventy-five  sketches   were  honoured.

Mr.  Warwick  said  that  many  graduates  of  the  School  are  active 
in  the  Art  Directors*  jixhibition  to  be  held  at  the  Museum  from 
February  1  to  17.

Michl,  of  the  Wharton  School,  has  been  studying  labor  problems 

and  three  speakers  were  invited  to  discuss  vari ous  phases  of  this 

question;  Mr.  Hoffman,  discussed  the  C.I.O.  and  organized  labor. 

Dr.  Robert  P.  Brecht,  of  the  Wharton  School,  discussed  the  consumers' 

view  and  the  views  of  the  impartial  arbitrator,  and  Mr.  Edward  Duddy, 

Superintendent  of  John  Bromley  Sons,  discussed  the  management's  point  of 

view  toward  organized  labor.   After  each  discussion  an  open  forum  was 

held. 

He  also  advised,  that  he  and  Mr.  Cox  had  an  interesting  visit  to  the 
Museum  of  Modern  Art  in  New  York  City  which  was  displaying  original 
textile  designs  from  all  parts  of  the  country. 

Dean  Heard  reported  on  his  plans  to  secure  scholarships  for  boys 
in  various  sections  of  the  country,  such  scholarships  in  whole  or 
in  part  to  be  supplied  by  the  various  manufacturers. 
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He  also  discussed  a  possibility  for  developing  research  work  here 

at  the  School  which  would  be  of  direct  assistance  to  industry,  such 

work  to  be  of  a  nature  which  is  not  now  considered  commercially 
pract  i  cal . 

Mr.  Heard  then  sutmitted  a  plan   for  new  equipment  to  meet  both 

present  and  future  needs.  The  plan  contemplates  modernizing  the 

equipment  at  the  School  as  soon  as  possible  and  as  rapidly  as  the 
Budget  will  permit. 

He  recommended  that  the  Woolen  Yarn  Department  be  supplied  at  once 
with  modern  machinery  which  has  a  present  market  value  of  ^14,000. 
but  could  be  secured  by  him  for  approximately  $5,000. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved  that  Dean  Heard  be  authorized  to  place  ordersjfor 
delivery  in  early  June , ^Sachinery  for  the  Woolen  Yarn  Department 
for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $5,000.  and  tnat  the  Chairman  be  directed 
to  request  the  Trustees  of  the  Fund  collected  at  the  50th  Anniversary 
Jubilee  of  the  Philaaeiphia  Textile  School,  for  a  contribution  of 
$2,000  to  assist  the  School  in  this  purchase. 

Dean  Heard  also  submitted  a  lont^-  range  programme  calling  for 
expenditures  of  approximately  $5,000  per  year  for  the  next  seven  years, 
for  new  equipment  over  and  above  the  normal  expenditures  for  operation 
and  maintenance. 

Among  the  recommendations,  he  advisad  tnat  the  humidif i c at i on 
equipment  must  be  modernized;  that  the  wool  and  worsted  machinery 
must  be  brought  up  to  date,  and  a  modern  testing  laboratory  as  well 
as  a  physics  laboratory  should  be  established.  He  also  pointed  out 
that  the  weaving  room  should  be  thoroughly  modernised,  as  it  has 
received  no  new  loom  for  over  twenty  years.   New  equipment  is 
also  necessary  in  the  Dyeing  and  Finishing  Laboratory. 

The  Committee  members  discussed  the  various  phases  of  the 
report. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted : 

Resolved  to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  recommend  plans 
for  improving  the  courses  of  instruction  at  the  School,  and  to 
try  to  obtain  Federal  Funds  to  help  defray  the  cost  of  carrying 
them  out . 

The  Chairman , announced  that  Comraiitee  would  consist  of  Messrs.

Dean  Warwick  reported  that  preparations  are  going  forward  for  the 
Annual  Exhibition  which  will  open  formally  on  the  evening  of  June  5 
at  8:30  o'clock  and  which  wi^l  continue  until  Junel4. 


Dean  Warwick  further  announced  that  on  Friday  evening,  June  6,  a 
second  evening  has  been  planned  for  art  teachers  in  public  and 
private  schools,  art  directors,  designers,  promotion  managers  and 
members  of  the  Fashion  G-roup  with  the  idea  of  acquainting  the  pro- 
fessional field  with  the  work  of  the  students.  In  this  way,  the  Dean 
said,  he  hoped  to  make  it  easier  for  students  to  secure  employment.

Four  of  the  faculty  members  attended  the  meeting  of 
the  textile  section  of  the  American  Society  of  Testing  Materials. 
Prof,  Bertolet  attended  the  meeting  of  the  American  Association  of 
Textile  Chemists  and  Colorists.   Mr.  Ward  France  attended  the  meeting 
of  the  Hand  Weaving  Association  and  the  Dean  attended  all  the  meetings 
of  the  Cotton  Textile  Institute,  and  also  the  autumn  meeting  of  the 
textile  school  deans  in  New  York  City.   The  latter  meeting  was  also 
attended  by  Prof.  Giese,  Cross,  V/ard,  Naab  ,  Bertolet,  Cox  and  Mr.

The  National  Association  of  Finishers  has  requested  the 

School  for  its  assistance  in  a  test  case  being  brought  against 

the  finishers  by  the  Federal  Trade  Commission  in  the  matter 

of  the  use  of  the  word  "Fast"  in  connection  with  dyestuffs.   Prof. 

Bertolet  has  been   authorized  to  assist  the  program  in  any  way 

poss ible  . 

The  Director  reported  that  he  has  been  requested  by  the 
President  of  the  National  Association  of  Wool  Manufacturers 
to  serve  on  the  Arbitration  Coi.imittee  involving  a  question  of 
management  for  the  Janesville  Woolen  Mills  of  Janesville,  Wis. 

The  Director  was  happy  to  report  a  contribution  of  $2500  towards 
the  machinery  modernization  program  from  the  Wellington  Sears 
Company.   This  brings  the  total  funds  collected  to  approximately 
|7500. 

A  new  humidif i cati on  system  for  the  School  has  been  ordered 
at  a  discount  of  50%  and  three  new  looms  at  a  discount  of  33  1/3% 
have  also  been  ordered  as  well  as  three  new  knitting  machines 
for  the  knitting  laboratory  at  a  discount  of  approximately  75%, 

The  seminar  conducted  for  the  duPont  Company  has  been  practically 
completed,  with  the  exception  of  two  or  three  lectures  which  will 
be  given  in  the  next  few  weeks.   After  canvassing  a  number  of 
stores  and  mills  in  the  cit;  ,  the  Dean  decided  to  offer  this 
same  program  in  the  Evening  Scnool  and  the  lectures  are  now  being 
given  each  Wednesday  evening  at  8:15. 

The  Alumni  Association  requested  the  School  to  take  over  the 
publication  of  the  Alumni  Bulletin  this  year  in  co.xnection  with 
a  joint  editorial  committee  set  up  by  the  officers  of  the  Alumni 
Association.   Copies  of  the  first  issue  are  being  sent  out. 

The   Dean  was  happy  to  report  that  from  a  survey  of  the 
American  Council  of  £;ducation  covering  five  hundred  and  seventy-thre 
institutions,  it  was  pointed  out  that  all  the  textile  schools  show 
a  decrease  in  enrollment  of  approximately  10%  with  the  exception  of 
the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  which  showed  an  increase  of  11.2% 


The  Dean  reported  ti.at  he  is  making  plans  for  members  of  the 
faculty  to  get  together  in  a  joint  conference  to  discuss  the 
particular  courses  with  representatives  of  other  textile  schools. 
He  expects  the  first  of  such  meetings  to  be  held  this  winter. 

He  also  pointed  out  that  a  request  was  received  from  the  School 
of  Fine  Arts,  Division  of  Architecture,  University  of  Pennsylvania 
for  cooperation  with  respect  to  design  of  buildings  for  the 
textile  industry.   Our  seniors  are  furnishing  the  technical 
information,  and  the  University  seniors  will  design  the  building. 
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Each  University  senior  wilj.  be  paired  off  with,  the  Textile  School 
senior  in  order  that  they  may  advise  with  each  other  on  the  problem. 
Textile  School  seniors  will  make  constructive  criticism  of  the  plan, 
just  as  if  they  were  employing  a  consulting  architect  to  design  a 
building  for  them. 

In  concluding  his  report  the  Dean  recommended  that  Donald  Craig, 
who  is  teaching  English  as  a  part-time  instructor  and  who  has  had 
his  time  doubled  in  the  Textile  School  receive  an  increase  in  his 
compensation  by  an  additional  $500  per  annum  to  take  effect  as  of 
December  1 ,  1941 .

Riegger,  the  instructor  in  Ceramics,  and  Mr.  Berd,  instructor  with 
Mr.  Ballinger   in  Advertising  Design.   After  a  careful  study,  the  Dean 
said  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  c^-ose  the  Ceramic  Department  this 
coming  scholastic  year,  and  until  such  time  as  Mr.  Riegger  is  released 
from  s  ervi  ce . 

Dean  Warwick  informed  the  Comraittee  in  detail  regarding  the  plans  for 
defense  work  as  directed  by  the  Councilfor  Civilian  Defense.   He 
explained  that  during  his  absence  because  of  recent  illness,  a  committee, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Graham,  planned  fire  drills  which  have 
been  inaugurated  with  efficiency  and  dispatch.

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  presented  by  Dean  Heard 
who  said  that  the  policy  of  plant  visits  by  the  faculty  is 
continuing.   He  gave  in  detail  the  activities  for  the  last 
month.   The  Dean  recently  attended  the  laeeting  of  college 
presidents  and  executives  in  Baltimore.   Approximately 
a  thousand  college  representatives  were  present  for  the  purpose 
of  formulating  plans  and  policies  for  educational  institutions 
during  the  war.  : 

He  reported  that  five  boys  have  left  school  to  enlist  in  the 
various  branches  of  th^  armed  forces.   All  of  the  Textile 
students  who  are  on  the  deferred  list  are  receiving  continued 
deferment  to  permit  them  to  finish  their  education.   The  Dean 
said  he  did  not  anticipate  any  serious  loss  in  attendance,  other 
than  a  small  percentage  of  students  who  will  leave  the  School 
to  enlist,   The  Dean  reported  that  the  Philadelphia  Textile 
School  is  now  an  accredited  school  and  so  appears  on  the  ist 
of  the  Adjutant  General  in  Washington  and  of  the  Bureau  of 
Navigation. 


In  the  matter  of  telescoping  the  Textile  School's  four  year 
program  into  a  shorter  period,  the  Dean  said  that  since  the 
Textile  School  requires  147  semester  credit  hours  for  a  regular 
Textile  Course  degree,  and  150  semester  hours  for  the  Chemistry 
and  Dyeing  Course  degree,  (the  average  college  or  university 
curricular  consists  of  approximately  120  semester  dredit  hours) 
four  and  two-thirds  years  work  is  now  being  done  in  four  jtears. 
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The  Dean  is  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  not  be  wise  tolattempt  to 
further  compress  this  tremendous  loan  of  technical  work  that  is 
now  required. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  in  the  opinion  of  this 
Committee  it  is  not  in  the  interest  of  the  Textile  School  to  telescope 

the  courses  in  the  Textile  School  at  present. 

Dean  Heard  said  that  one  of  the  requirements  for  men  endeavouring 
to  obtain  commissions  is  a  minimum  of  one  year  of  college  mathematics, 
consisting  of  one  term  of  trigonometry  and  one  term  of  college 
algebra.   The  mathematics  is  exactly  the  freshmen  mathematics  that 
is  now  required  in  the  four-year  degree  course.   The  present  seniors 
and  juniors  have  not  had  this  mathematics. 


The  Dean,  therefore,  has  scheduled  an  extra  session  of  freshmen 
mathematics  that  is  meeting  after  school  hours.   This  course  is  not  a 
compulsory  subject  but  the  student  who  has  not  had  this  subject  can 
obtain  the  six  semster  credit  hours  of  mathematics  between  now  and  the 
close  of  the  school  in  June.   He  also  advised  the  Committee  that 
Prof,  Cross  has  consented  to  teach  these- additional  sessions. 
It  has  now  been  meeting  for  a  period  of  slightly  over  two  weeks.   The 
Dean  said  that  he  had  established  a  fee  of  :|10  per  course  or  a  total 
of  $20  for  the  six  semester  credit  hours  per  student  and  recommended 
fifty  percent  of  the  fees  paid  by  the  student  for  this  extra  course 
be  advanced  as  compensation  to  Mr.  Cross, 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Committee  approved  the  action  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Textile  School  in  estab^-i shing  extra  sessions  in 
mathematics  for  present  juniors  and  seniors,  the  fee  for  which 
to  be  $10.  per  course  or  a  total  of  $20  for  six  semester  credit 
hours  per  student. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  approve  the  appointment 
of  Prof.  Gross  to  teach  the  above  sessions  at  fifty  percent  of  the 
fees  paid  by  the  students  registered  in  these  courses.

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The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  submitted  by  Dean 
Heard  who  spoke  in  detain  regarding  registration  for  the 
second  semester  in  the  Textile  School. 

He  told  the  Co.iimittee  that  lectures  of  the  visiting  speakers 
during  February  were  very  interesting  and  were  received  by  the 
students  with  much  enthusiasm.    The  Dean  said  that  he  had 
attended  the  meeting  of  Textile  Technologists  in  New  York  City, 
on  February  4th. 

He  reported  that  Dr.  Richard  Mead  of  the  Wharton  School  had 
started  the  course  in  Marketing  for  the  seniors  this  semester. 
He  also  reported  that  the  second  semester  on  Ravj  Materials  cours 
has  now  gotten  underway.   The  services  of  Mr.  H.  C.  Slade,  Senic 
Cotton  Specialist  in  the  Division  of  Marketing,  Washington,  D.  C 
has  been  secured.  Five  thousand  cotton  samples  ftave  been 
collected  by  the  department  to  lend  to  the  School  as  well  as  a 
complete  set  of  standards.

There  were  present,  Mr.  Stokes  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Cavendish, 
Mrs.  Hardwick,  Mrs.  S.  Smlen  Stokes,  Messrs.  Eavenson,  Gribbel, 
Hartm  Hayward,  Mcllhenny,  Mertz,  V/atkins,  the  Dean  of  the 
Art  School  and  the  Dean  of  the  Textile  School, 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction 
held  February  25,  1942,  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  month  of  February,  1942, 
was  approved. 

Dean  Warwick  told  the  Committee  that  in  cooperation  with  the 
Director  of  the  Museum,  arrangements  are  goin  ,  forward  to  hold 
the  Fashion  Show  in  the  Museum  on  May  6,  7  and  8.   There  will 
be  five  performances,  all  in  the  afternoon.   The  expenses  in 
connection  with  the^show  have  been  kept  to  the  minimum. 

In  connection  with  the  Course  in  Costume  Design,  Dean 
Warwick  told  the  Committee  that  a  very  interesting  lecture  was 
given  to  the  students  by  Miss  Haley  ,of  the  Celanese  Corporation 
of  America,  entitled,  "Rayons  and  How  to  Handle  Them". 

Another  illustrated  talk  was  given  by  John  Ries  of  the  Allied 
Engraving  Company  for  the  students  in  the  Illustration  Course 
on  methods  of  reproduction.   A  very  interesting  and  practical 
problem  was  given  the  class  in  Illustration  when  Mrs,  Manning 
Lee,  Art  Editor  of  "Jack  and  Jill"  ,  a  juvenile  publication, 
supplied  the  class  with  the  material  and  specifications  for 
designing  a  cover  for  that  magazine.   When  the  drawings  were 
handed  in, Mrs.  Lee  ,  as  guest  critic,  gave  the  students  a 
two  hour  lecture  and  criticism,  followed  by  an  open  discussion 
on  the  field  in  general  of  illustration  for  children's  magazines. 


layout  methods  and  television  reception  under  the  guidance  of 
the  head  designer.   A  definite  written  problem,  with  specifications 
and  blue  prints,  was  given  them.   In  studying  the  cabinet  production, 
Mr.  Shuler  made  arrangements  with  the  head  of  the  Red  Lion  Cabinet 
Company  to  permit  the  class  to  make  a  tour  of  their  plant.

These 
will  then  be  taken  to  the  Philco  Company  where  the  Sales  Department 
will  make  an  examination  for  the  purpose  of  developing  the  designs 
into  full  size  cabinet  models. 

In  the  annual  poster  competition,  "May  Day  at  the  Zoo",  which  was 
open  to  all  art  schools  and  artists  in  Philadelphia,  the  first  prize   '" 
and  the  third  prize  were  awarded  to  graduates  of  the  School.  Fifteen 
of  the  posters  entered  in  the  competition,  including  the  prize  winners, 
will  be  shown  in  the  Lecture  Hall  from  April  13  to  16  inclusive. 

The  Dean  was  happy  to  report  that  the  amount  raised  by  the  students  ',.

Dean  Warwick  stressed  the  importance  of  vocational  conferences.  He  said 
that  he  had  attended  such  a  conference  at  Bridgeton  High  School,  and 
that  he  and  Mr.  Spruance  will  attend  a  vocational  conference  at         I 
Princeton  Junior  and  Senior  High  Schools.  He  reported  that  Miss  Orth 
had  given  three  talks  oh  Costume  Design  as  a  Career  to  about  250 
students  of  the  Lower  Merion  High  School  and  will  speak  on  the  same 
subject  to  the  students  of  the  Audubon  Senior  High  School  shortly.      ..

The  Dean  said  that  this  was  one  way  in 
which  the  School  could  be  of  service  in  the  Defense  Program. 

The  Dean  reported  that  a  prominent  member  of  the  Armed  Forces 
had  been  sent  to  the  School  to  secure  two  faculty  members  of 
the  Philadelphia  Textile  School  for  the  duration  of  the  war. 
These  men  will  receive  the  rank  of  Major  and  will  be 
commissioned  as  quickly  as  the  necessary  documents  can  be 
executed. 

The  Dean  told  the  Committee  that  a  faculty  committee  together 
with  a  student  committee  are  rapidly  completing  p4.ans  for  the 
first  open  house, to  be  held  Friday,  April  17.   Invitations 
have  been  mailed  to  all  high  schools  withina  radius  of  fifty 
miles . 

The  Committee  appointed  to  study  and  report  on  the  matter 
regarding  motion  pictures  of  the  two  schools  reported  that  neces 
ary  arrange;i.e  nts  could  be  made  to  take  pictures  of  both  schools 
and  that  the  cost  vvo  uld  be  |1,000. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following  resolution  was 
adopted:

There  were  present,  Mr.  Stokes  in  the  chair,  Mrs.  Cavendish, 
Miss  Ingersoll,  Messrs.  D'Ascenzo,  Eavenson,  Gribbel,  Hart, 
Jenks,  the  Dean  of  the  Art  School  and  the  Dean  of  ttee 
Textile  School. 

The  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  April  22,  1942,  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  period  ending  April  30, 
1942,  was  submitted  and  approved. 

The  matter  of  the  refund  for  Richard  D.  New  amounting  to 
$90.  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Committee  and  on 
motion,  duly  seconded,  was  approved. 

Deam  Warwick  reported  that  while  an  increasing  number  of 
students  are  being  inducted  into  the  Army,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  a  great  majority  have  been  placed  in  selected 
service  positions  and  many  have  qualified  for  officers' 
training.   One  of  the  factors  in  tneir  favor  has  been  their 
quick  ability  to  r  ad  aerial  photography  due  to  their  training 
in  observation  ab d  drawing. 

A  number  of  our  students  have  been  placed  in  defense  positions, 
six  are  now  working  in  the  drafting  rooms  of  Budd,  for  of 
whom  have  been  advanced  to  positions  of  importance. 

Dean  Warwick  submitted  a  letter  from  Dr.  Thomas  in  which  letter 
Dr.  Thomas  stated  that  the  General  Electric  Company  had  intended 
forming  a  class  for  instruction  in  drafting  work  thei  wished 
to  have  done  at  their  plant.   After  interviewing  the  desired 
number  of  students  the  Personnel  Manager  stated  that  the  students 
sent  from  the  School  were  trained  so  far  beyond  what  they  had 
anticipated,  tnat  the  plant  was  abandoning  its  plan  to  form 
.a  class  for  special  instruction  and  was  placing  them  in  full-time 
work  at  the  time  they  reported. 

Dean  Warwick  wished  to  express  to  the  Committee  how  happy 

he  was  at  the  success  of  the  Annual  Spring  Fashion  Show  held  for 

the  first  time  at  the  Museum.  He  expressed  his  thanks  for 

the  assistance  and  cooperation  given  by  Mr.  Kimball,  Mr.  Marceau 

and  Superintendent  Barbour.   Plans  are  being  made  for  the  work 

of  the  Costume  Design  Course  next  year.

The  Dean  was  happy  to  announce  that  Staats  Cotsworth,  a  graduate 
of  the  School,  and  now  a  member  of  Maurice  Evans'  Macbeth  Company, 
called  upon  the  School  suddenly  for  cooperation  with  Mr.  Evans  in 
his  adaptation  of  his  production  to  fit  the  stage  at  Camp  Meade  where 
Macbeth  is  being  played  next  week.   The  Stage   Costume  Class 
immediately  began  painting  a  small  stage  set  to  replace  the  large 
one.  Mr.  Evans  and  Mr.  Cotsworth  co-Timended  the  Stage  Costume  students 
on  their  ability  to  cope  with  the  problem  with  such  professional 
f aci li ty  . 

The  Dean,  in  submitting  the  Budget  for  the  year  1942-43,  pointed  out 
that  the  School  Faculty  are  doing  everything  in  their  power  to 
interest  the  students  to  register  for  next  year  as  well  as  to 
interest  prospective  students  to  enter  the  School.  He  pointed  out 
that  the  tuition  fees  paid  last  year  in  the  Art  School  amounted  to 
$il5,000  but  that  this  item  was  included  in  this  year's  budget 
in  the  amount  of  $96,800.   He  frankly  stated  that  while  this 
was  a  r4asonable  estimate,  he  would  suggest  that  the  Budget  be 
approved  tentatively  to  be  reviewed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
in  the  fall  after  registration  had  occurred.

Inst  rue  t ion . 

Dean  Heard  presented  the  report  of  the  Textile  School  and  announced 
that  Professor  Ercal  Kaiser  of  the  Jacquard  Department  has  been 
accepted  as  a  civilian  textile  specialist  in  the  Army  Quartermaster 
Depot  at  Jeff ersonvi lie  and  has  reported  for  duty. 

The  Dean  said  that  he  had  suggested  to  the  Quartermaster  Department 
in  Washington  that  the  facilities  of  the  textile   schools  be  pooled 
for  the  su;iimer  and  the  various  instructors  be  lent  to  different 
agencies  of  the  Army,  Navy,  Marine  Corps,  Air  Corps,  Motor 
Transport,  and  any  other  branch  of  the  service  that  might  have  a 
textile  problem  on  which  these  men  could  be  of  assistance  during  the 
summer.  He  was  happy  to  report  that  the  suggestion  was  accepted  and 
plans  are  being  made  to  carry  through  the  programme.  Faculty  members 
are  to  receive  a  rate  of  compensation  that  corresponds  nearest  to  his 
present  salary. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  approve  the  arrangement 
whereby  faculty  members  of  the  Textile  School  may  be  employed  by 
the  armed  service  of  the  country. 

Dean  Heard  announced  that  he  had  been  requested  to  administer  this 
programme  and  asked  the  Committee's  approval. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Committee  approved  Mr.  Heard's 
assisting  in  administering  the  progra  ^me  outlined  above. 

The  Dean  has  also  arranged  with  certain  manufacturing  companies 
to  institute  special  work  for  training  loom  fixers  and  weavers 
now  working  on  war  work.

Dean  Heard  advise  that  two  new  looms  which  were  ordered 

last  fa^l  had  been  received.   This  means  that  when  the 

School  opens  next  fall,  the  Textile  School  will  have  three  very 

fine  looms  in  the  weave  room.    The  Dean  was  delighted  to  have 

some  new  equipment  in  this  department  for  the  first  time  in 

over  twenty  years. 
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He  was  happy  to  annouce  that  on  May  22,  a  meeting  of  the  student 
body  was  held  to  explain  fully  the  7-L  Naval  Program.   The  School 
is  qualified  under  the  program  laid  down  by  the  Bureajp  of  Navigat 
It  is  necessary  to  institute  a  course  of  physical  training 
consisting  of  a  minimum  of  three  hours  per  week  under  a 
qualified  physical  training  ins truct or .   The  Dean  announced  that 
arrangements  for  this  course  would  be  $5  per  student  per 
semester,  and  recommends  that  this  charge  should  be  passed  on 
to  the  student . 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Committee  approved  the  arrangement 
made  by  Dean  Heard  for  physical  instruction  in  connection  with 
the  Y-L  Naval  Program  and  that  the  fee  of  $5  for  this  course 
be  directly  charged  to  the  student. 

In  presenting  the  Budget  for  the  year  1942-43,  Dean  Heard 
announced  that  he  felt  we  may  expect  a  decrease  in  enrollment 
and  recommended  that  an  increase  be  made  in  the  tuition  fee 
beginning  1942-43  scholastic  year.   He  suggested  that  the 
fee  of  $300  be  increased  to  $325  for  the  regular  full-time  day 
students.   He  also  recomiiiended  that  an  increase  of  $5  be  made 
in  the  Evening  School  tuition  fee  which  will  bring  the  amount  of 
this  tuition  fee  to  $25. 


On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the 
regular  full-time  tuition  fee  of  the  Philadelphia  Textile  School 
be  increased  to  $325.  and  the  Textile  Evening  School  tuition  fee 
be  increased  to  $25.  per  student.

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He  submitted  ttie  Budget,  therefore,  with  the  request  that  the 
Committee  review  the  entire  situation  at  the  September  meeting 
after  registration  has  been  completed.   After  careful  consideration, 
it  was  decided  to  approve  the  Textile  School  Budget  as  submitted 
by  Dean  Heard,  and  that  the  Budget  be  reviewed  at  the  September 
meeting  for  any  admission  or  changes  after  registration  has  been 
completed . 

Mr.  Eavenson  said  tnat  he  thought  it  would  be  advisable  that  the 
last  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  which  would  he  held 
June  24  should  be  a  more  lengthy  one  than  the  regular  meetings.

The  Dean  pointed  out  that  in  the  budget  estimate  for  1942-43  the  item 
for  tuition  was  estimated  at  $96,786.   The  total  amount  received  to  date  is 
$68,800.   He  said  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  help  weather  the  war 
years.  He  has  written  Dr.  Valentine  Kirby,  Chief  of  Art  Education  at 
Harrisburg,  requesting  information  regarding  the  proper  contact  for  Federal 
aid.  The  Dean  has  based  his  claim  for  Federal  aid  on  the  fact  that  80^  of 
the  rrale  students  inducted  into  the  Army  have  been  selected  for  special 
army  service,  due  to  their  training  here.   Secondly,  this  year  courses  in 
Industrial  and  Engineering  Drafting  and  Pattern  Making  have  been  established 
and  many  students  trained  at  the  School  have  accepted  drafting  positions  in 
essential  war  industries.  Thirdly,  the  Dean  reported  that  together  with  Mr. 
Shuler  they  completed  the  course  in  camouflage  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
last  summer.  This  course  has  been  approved  by  officials  at  Fort  Belvoir.   Two 


courses,  five  weeks  each,  one  beginning  in  November  and  the  other  in  February, 
will  be  inaugurated.  The  course  given  at  the  School  will  be  supplementary 
to  and  coordinated  with  the  course  at  the  University.   Details  will  be  worked 
out  with  Dean  Koyl  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Dean  Warwick  and  Mr.  Pitz  are  members  of  the  Committee  of  the  Graphic 
Arts  Division  of  the  Philadelphia  Council  of  Defense.  A  number  of  instructors 
and  students  of  the  School  have  given  much  time  and  aid  to  this  program.   The 
City  has  appropriated  funds  for  the  reproduction  of  posters  and  since  June  1, 
the  Committee  has  prepared  and  sent  through  the  press,  24  sheet  posters  for 
Tin  Salvage,  4000  multiple  sheet  posters  for  the  War  Transportation  Committee, 
designed  by  Raymond  Bellinger,  instructor  in  Advertising  Design,  the  Air  Raid 
Protection  chart,  which  was  showm  in  the  Art  Directors'  Show.   Permanent  dis- 
plays have  been  designed  and  installed  at  16  and  18  South  15th  Street,  a  24 
sheet  poster  in  two  colors  and  half  tone,  stressing  the  importance  of  public 
support  of  Civilian  Defense,  underwritten  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  with 
the  generous  cooperation  of  the  General  Outdoor  Aavertising  Company,  has  also 
been  prepared. 

After  the  last  World  War,  a  number  of  men  were  sent  to  the  School  by  the 
Veterans'  Bureau  for  rehabilitation.  Together  with  a  committee  composed  of 
Messrs.  Walton,  Geiszel  and  Cope  land  the  former  two  men  having  attended  the 
School  as  veterans  of  the  first  World  War,  Dean  Warwick  will  prepare  a  plan 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Veterans'  Bureau  for  establishing  this  training  for 
incapacitated  service  men  of  this  war. 

Many  problems  needing  special  consideration  in  relation  to  the  rearrang- 
ing of  courses,  teaching  responsibilities,  etc.,  will  come  up.   The  Dean  sug- 
gested the  appointment  of  a  subcommittee  to  study  these  problems  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  to  expedite  any  necessary  action. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  Chairrran  was  authorized  to  appoint  a  sub- 
committee of  three  members  of  the  Instruction  Committee  to  act  as  an  advisory 
committee  to  the  Dean  of  the  Art  School.  ~ 

To  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Pattern  Making  Course  and  the  Camouflage 
Course,  tools  and  machinery  are  needed.   These  items  can  very  well  be  used  by 
students  enrolled  in  Industrial  Design,  Teacher  Education  and  Interior  Decoration 
Course. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  decided  to  purchase  tools  and  machinery 
for  the  Art  School,  in  the  amount  of  $600.,  payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T. 
Morris  Fund  Income. 

For  the  course  in  English  given  by  Professor  Craig,  it  is  necessary  to  pur- 
chase books  for  the  library. 


On  m.otion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  appropriate  a  sum  of 
for  books  in  relation  to  the  English  Course,  payment  to  be  made  from  the  John  T. 
Morris  Fund  Income. 

Dean  Warwick  discussed  the  National  Scholastic  Art  Awards  sponsored  by  the 
Magazine  "Scholastic".   Leading  art  schools  throughout  the  country  have  volunteere 
scholarships  for  the  most  worthy  students  who  submit  a  portfolio  and  credentials 
to  the  National  Scholastic  Scholarship  Jury.  To  date  the  Art  School  has  not  been 
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a  party  to  this  arrangement.  The  scholarship  includes  free  tuition  for  the 
duration  of  the  student's  attendance  to  the  School  on  condition  that  he 
maintains  a  high  scholastic  standing  required  for  scholarship  students  at 
the  respective  school.  The  magazine  "Scholastic"  publicizes  the  Art  Schools 
joining  this  arrangement  in  soxe  100,000  Rules  Booklets  and  in  several 
announcement  issues  of  "Scholastic"  magazine. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  establish  a  |250  scholar- 
ship to  be  awarded  to  students  participating  in  the  above  plan  sponsored  by 
the  magazine  "Scholastic". 

The  report  of  the  Textile  School  was  presented  by  Dean  Heard  who  reported 
on  the  activities  of  the  Textile  Institute  during  the  summer.  The  facilities 
of  the  Institute  and  the  cooperation  of  the  faculty  have  been  used  by  the  War 
Department  and  by  firms  under  government  contract  with  great  satisfaction. 
Professor  Williamson,  who  had  been  engaged  at  the  Quartenijaster  Depot,  sub- 
mitted a  report  in  connection  with  his  activities.   Professor  Maab,  Ward, 
Probasco,  C-oodavage,  France,  Theel  were  all  engaged  outside  the  Institute 
this  summer  as  were  Mr.  Beatty  and  Mr.  Pickens. 

The  Dean  made  several  trips  to  Washington  in  connection  with  various 
problems  relating  to  war  work.  He  has  visited  many  outstanding  related 
industries  and  on  August  12  attended  the  Board  of  Governors'  meeting  of 
Textile  Technologists  in  New  York  and  had  a  committee  meeting  of  a  group 
from  the  American  Association  of  Home  Economics  to  set  up  specifications 
for  scholarships  in  the  Association.  After  the  initial  offering  of  tv/o 
scholarships  in  the  Association,  the  Dean  invited  a  number  of  textile  firms 
to  participate.   The  following  mills  have  contributed  two  scholarships  for 
one  year  each,  the  total  amounting  to  ;J650;  J.  F.  Steven  Company,  Pacific 
Mills,  American  Viscose  Company,  Celanese  Corporation.  The  following  firms 
have  contributed  one  scholarship  for  ^325  each:  For stmann  Woolen  Company, 
Stroock  Company  and  HolnBS  Rug  and  Carpet  Company. 

The  Dean  reported  that  the  two  home  economic  scholarships  contributed 
by  the  Institute  to  the  American  Association  of  Home  Economic  have  been 
assigned  to  Miss  Marjorie  Neal  of  Bessemer,  Alabama,  and  Miss  Martha  Jungerman, 
of  Bowling  Green,  Kentucky.   These  young  women  are  both  graduates  of  a  home 
economics  course  with  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  and  have  had  a  minimum  of 
three  years  teaching  experience.  The  Dean  expects  to  have  about  four  to  six 
additional  women  in  the  school  within  the  next  few  weeks  on  these  scholarships. 

The  eight  additional  scholarships  have  been  assigned  to  various  students  - 
seven  to  freshmen  and  one  to  a  sophomore,  three  of  these  going  to  South 
American  students  awarded  on  recommendation  of  the  Committee  headed  by  Mr. 
Nelson  Rockefeller  and  of  the  Mew  York  City  Committee  for  South  American 
development. 

The  opening  program  for  freshmen  began  Monday  morning,  September  14. 
A  tv;o  day  session  of  testing  for  the  first  year  men  was  conducted  in  a  very 
fine  manner  by  Dr.  Thomas,  Mr.  Cox  and  the  various  members  of  the  faculty. 
The  program  inaugurated  last  year,  consists  of  thirteen  aptitude  tests,  to- 
gether with  a  color  blindness  test  for  checking  new  students.   Dr.  Thomas 
reported  that  the  freshmen  have  a  ranking  of  approximately  five  per  cent 
higher  than  the  average  entering  college  freshmen  thisjear,  which  is  very 
encouraging. 
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Enrollment  in  the  various  classes  is  as  follows:   43  first  year,  47  second 
year,  23  in  the  third  and  2  in  the  4th  year  or  a  total  of  115.  This  compares 
with  160  at  the  same  time  last  year  or  a  decrease  from  last  October  of  approxi- 
mately 26^. 

Dean  Heard  reported  that  ordinarily  there  is  a  full  evening  school  enroll- 
ment; some  times  it  has  been  necessary  to  stop  enrollment.  This  year,  however, 
there  are  only  55  applications  to  date.   Normally  there  would  be  125  evening 
school  requests. 

Representatives  from  the  Army,  Naval  V-1  and  V-7  programs,  the  ^Taval 
Aviation  V-5  program  and  the  Marine  Corps  visited  the  School  on  Monday,  Septem- 
ber 21,  to  address  the  student  body  with  respect  to  the  Enlisted  Reserve  Corps 
programs.   Practically  the  entire  student  body  is  signed  up  in  one  branch  of 
the  service  or  another.  The  visit  on  Monday  was  for  the  purpose  of  clarifying 
any  questions  that  may  have  arisen  in  the  minds  of  the  stuaents,  and  to  inform 
them  fully  on  the  program  operation  for  the  current  year. 

Dean  Heard  reported  that  another  member  of  the  faculty,  Mr.  Joseph  Goodavage 
has  been  called  to  report  in  the  Army  October  4th.   The  Dean  hopes  to  secure 
a  man  suitable  to  fill  this  vacancy. 

Dr.  Thonaas,  who  is  included  in  the  Budget  for  the  spring  semester  in  the 
Textile  Institute,  has  had  his  work  extended  to  include  teaching  during  the 
fall  semester.  The  Dean,  therefore,  recommended  a  budget  increase  of  |150. 
for  nine  months  instruction  or  a  total  yearly  compensation  to  Dr.  Thomas  of 
$600. 

Dr.  Robert  Baker  Mitchell  of  the  Wharton  School  has  been  engaged  to  teach 
the  Costing  Course  beginning  with  the  fall  semester  at  the  rate  of  $15  per 
hour,  or  a  total  of  approximately  $450.  for  the  semester. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded.  Dr.  Thomas's  yearly  compensation  for  his  work 
in  the  Textile  Institute  was  fixed  at 


Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  approve  the  action  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Textile  Institute  in  engaging  Dr.  Mitchell  to  teach  Costing  be- 
ginning with  the  fall  semester  (^  |15  an  hour,  or  a  total  of 


The  budgets  of  the  Art  School  and  Textile  Institute  were  approved  by  the 
Board  at  its  June  meeting  with  the  provision  that  they  be  reviewed  again  by 
the  Board  after  registration  has  taken  place.  The  Treasurer  pointed  out  that 
the  tuition  fees  for  the  Textile  Institute  would  probably  be  between  |10,000 
and  $14,000  less  than  the  budget  estimate,  and  for  the  Art  School  between 
|20,000  and  |25,000  less. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  meeting  adjourned.

The  Treasurer  submitted  a  list  of  46  Art  School  Day  students,  30  Art 
School  Evening  students,  20  Textile  Institute  Day  students,  and  29  Textile 
Institute  Evening  students  who  requested  deferred  payment  of  their  tuition. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  list  for  deferred  payment  of  tuition 
requested  by  students  registered  in  the  schools  was  approved. 

In  submitting  the  report  for  the  Art  School,  Dean  Warwick  pointed  out 
that  the  war  is  more  and  more  affecting  registration.   He  spoke  about  the 
restlessness  among  the  students  and  said  that  everything  possible  was  being 
done  to  hold  their  attention.  A  refresher  course  in  First  Aid  work  has  been 
started  -  students  in  the  Costume  Design  classes  are  making  Red  Cross  bags. 
These  will  be  sent  to  the  boys  in  service.   The  students  will  have  a  party 
November  11  to  raise  money  in  order  to  fill  the  bags  with  cigarettes,  soap, 
razor  blades,  etc.  A  South  American  week  has  been  planned.   The  United  Fruit 
Company  will  show  a  colored  moving  picture.   The  entire  week  will  be  devoted 
to  problems  incorporating  a  South  American  theme.  The  Dean  is  arranging  to 
have  certain  representatives  from  two  South  American  countries  speak  to  the 
student  body  also. 

Again  the  faculty  is  well  represented  in  the  current  Water  Color  Show  at 
the  Academy  of  the  Fine  Arts.  Mr.  Spruance  and  Miss  II iff  receiving  partic- 
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ularly  high  coimnendation.   The  Dean  and  Mr.  Cope  land  served  on  the  Jury. 
Mr.  Merrick,  Mr.  Pitz  and  Miss  Iliff  are  scheduled  to  give  gallery  talks. 

The  extended  curriculum  has  now  gotten  well  underirvay.   The  class  in 
Pattern  Making  consists  of  men  from  the  ITavy  Yard.   Unfortunately,  the 
ntimber  of  men  registering  in  this  course  has  to  be  limited  on  account  of 
the  lack  of  sufficient  tools. 

The  special  class  of  ten  lessons  in  remodelling  garments  has  been  ad- 
vertised and  has  met  with  a  good  response. 

The  class  in  Engineering  Drafting  is  not  as  large  as  we  had  hoped  it 
wouIq  be,  but  it  is  gro'wing,  and  we  sincerely  trust  it  willcfevelop  into  a 
large  class  -  the  total  now  is  15.  This  course  is  held  3  hours,  three 
nights  a  week  (7  to  10).   The  Dean  explained  that  he  had  transferred  Mr. 
Klinges  who  formerly  taught  Interior,  to  instruct  these  students.   His  rate 
of  compensation  is  |10  an  evening  for  3  evenings  a  week,  or  a  total  of  |760. 
(An  increase  from  $390  to  $780.) 

Mr.  Renzetti  has  been  appointed  to  teach  photography  in  Mr.  Goodall's 
place  at  the  rate  of  $15  for  one-half  day  a  week,  or  a  total  of  |480.   This 
affects  the  budget  in  this  amount. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  above  appointments  were  approved. 

The  report  of  the  Textile  Institute  was  submitted  by  Dean  Heard  who 
spoke  briefly  in  connection  with  registration. 

He  reported  in  detail  regarding  the  activities  of  the  staff  and  faculty 
during  the  month. 

Dean  Heard  spent  September  24  in  Washington  at  the  Quartermaster  General's 
office,  presenting  the  special  12  weeks  train5ng  program  that  has  been  pre- 
pared at  the  request  of  the  Army  officials,   the  program  has  met  with  approval 
and  at  present  is  very  promising. 

On  October  19,  Dean  Heard  had  a  conference  in  Wew  York  with  ten  of  the 
leading  women  home  economists  in  the  city  for  the  purpose  of  planning  a 
seminar  session  to  be  held  each  month  at  the  Institute.   It  is  planned  to 
have  about  20  or  30  leading  women  in  this  field  attend  a  seminar  session  one 
night  each  month.  The  first  meeting  has  been  set  for  Tuesday,  November  3. 

Dean  Heard  was  happy  to  report  several  generous  donations  to  the  Textile 
Institute . 

He  told  the  Coimnittee  that  every  effort  is  being  made  to  secure  financial 
aid  from  the  City  and  that  on  Thursday,  October  29th,  City  Council,  several 
officers  from  the  army,  Wavy  and  Marine  Corps  Depots  will  visit  the  School 
for  an  inspection  trip.   The  tour  v^ill  be  followed  by  a  luncheon  in  the 
Faculty  room.   Col.  Millard  Brown,  President  of  Continental  Mills,  and  a 
former  member  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction,  and  Mr.  George  Elliott,  Sec- 
retary of  the  Philadelphia  Chamber  of  Commerce,  will  be  present  also.   Col. 
Brown  and  Mr.  Elliott  are  very  interested  in  the  activities  of  the  Institute. 
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The  Textile  faculty  has  been  meeting  each  Monday  afternoon  for  the  past 
four  weeks  and  members  of  the  staff  who  have  performed  special  duties  during 
the  summer  have  been  discussing  their  activities.   In  this  way  the  information 
gathered  will  be  made  available  to  the  entire  faculty/  and  staff. 

The  Testing  laboratory  is  making  progress  although  it  is  extremely  diffi- 
cult to  obtain  priorities  today. 

A  Committee  of  the  faculty  has  been  set  up  to  :r,ake  recommendations  on  a 
fabric  collection  at  the  Museum  v;hich  would  best  serve  the  school,  the  industry, 
and  fabric  designers  in  the  textile  industry. 

Another  committee  has  been  formed  to  study  government  specifications  on 
fabrics  which,  at  present,  seem  to  be  too  rigid  for  present  military  use.

As  the  number  of  students  now  registered  in  the  School  was  not  suf- 
ficient to  carry  the  present  faculty,  he  told  the  Committee  of  his  plans  to 
effect  savings  and  at  the  seme  time  carry  the  backbone  of  the  faculty.   Dean 
Warwick  recommended  the  appointment  of  a  committee  with  Mrs.  Cavenaish  as 
Chairman  to  assist  him  in  planning  to  carry  on  effectively  during  the  war 
period. 
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Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  Mrs,  Cavendish  was  appointed  Chairman  of  a 
Coinmittee  to  study  and  to  recommend  a  plan  in  connection  with  the  Art  School's 
difficulties,  Mrs.  Cavendish  having  the  power  to  select  the  members  of  her 
ccnimittee.

In  submitting  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  it  was  pointed  out  that  the 
February  registration  of  students  of  both  schools  has  about  been  completed. 
The  final  results  of  the  operations  of  the  Art  School  are  as  follows: 

1)  The  deficit  from  estimated  tuition  fees  will  amount 

to  approximately  .f  27,000. 

2)  Savings  from  estimated  budget  expenditures  will  amount  to     12,700. 

3)  Additional  funds  not  included  in  the  June  1942  budget 

which  are  now  available  to  the  Art  School  which  amount 

to  approximately  15,200. 

The  savings  and  additional  available  funds  should  enable  the  Art  School  to 
balance  its  budget  as  of  May  31,  1943. 

Regarding  the  Philadelphia  Textile  Institute,  student  registration  shows 
a  loss  in  estimated  tuition  fees  of  approximately  $23,000.   Doubtless  the 
effects  of  the  draft  during  the  next  three  months  will  make  this  loss  greater. 
However,  the  Institute  has  received  $20,000  in  contributions  which  together 
with  the  appropriation  from  City  Council  should  be  sufficient  to  make  up 
any  deficit  to  Mqy  31,  1943.   The  Treasurer  emphasized  that  he  could  not  at 
this  time  make  any  forecast  as  to  conditions  to  be  met  by  the  Schools  be- 
ginning June  1,  1943. 

The  Treasurer  submitted  a  list  of  refunds  of  tuition  fees,  pointing  out 
that  for  the  month  of  February  alone  withdrawals,  because  of  Army  induction, 
would  necessitate  returning  over  |5000.  for  the  Textile  School  alone.

The   sub -committee  appointed  gt  the   last  meeting   of  the  Committee  on 
Instruction  for  the  purpose   of  considering  the   question   of  an  increase   in 
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wages  and  of  salaries,  etc.,  submitted  its  report  through  its  Chairman,  Mr. 
Alban  Eavenson.   The  Committee  reconmended  that  the  state  of  finances  at 
this  time  does  not  permit  any  increase  in  the  salaries  of  the  teaching  staffs. 
It  recoraraended  an  increase  in  the  wages  of  those  employed  in  the  maintenance 
of  the  Schools'  building  and  equipaiient  amounting  to  $1,969  yearly. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  report  of  the  sub-committee  was  received 
with  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  on  Instruction  and  at  the  request  of  the  sub- 
commiittee  was  discharged. 

On  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  recommendations  of  the  sub-committee  to 
increase  the  wages  of  those  employed  in  the  maintenance  of  the  building  and 
equipment  of  the  schools  in  the  gunount  of  $1,969  effective  March  1,  1943  was 
approved,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  submitting  the  report  of  the  Art  School,  Dean  Warwick  announced  that 
registration  as  of  February  24  consisted  of  232  full  time  students,  13  senatorial 
scholarship  students  and  27  part-time  students  or  a  total  of  272. 

Dean  Warwick  told  the  committee  of  the  activities  of  both  the  students 
and  the  faculty;  their  success  in  winning  prizes  and  honorable  mentions  and 
the  plans  for  the  Fashion  Show. 

Dean  lATarwick  requested  permission  to  extend  the  facilities  of  the  School 
to  The  Plastics  Industries  Technical  Institute  to  hold  their  lectures  in  the 
auditorium, which  request  was  granted. 

The  Dean  pointed  out  the  need  of  a  projector  for  kodachrome  slides  and  on 
motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  RESOLVED  to  purchase  such  a  projector,  payment 
of  |50.  to  be  made  from  the  John  T.  Morris  Fund  income. 

Dean  Heard,  in  reporting  for  the  Textile  Institute,  said  that  with  Dean 
Wa]*wick  and  Kr ,   Zieget  a  conference  was  arranged  with  Dr.  Logan,  Director  of 
the  Budget,  to  present  the  need  for  a  substantial  increase  in  the  State  appro- 
priation for  the  schools.  He  discussed  the  activities  of  the  faculty;  the 
growth  of  the  Textile  library  and  his  activities  in  connection  with  the 
various  branches  of  the  armed  forces. 

Mr.  Eavenson  requested  permission  to  supplement  the  report  of  the  sub- 
committee of  which  he  had  been  chairman  to  make  certain  observations  on 
matters  which  came  to  the  sub -committee ' s  attention  during  its  study.   He 
pointed  out  that  sections  of  the  By-laws  of  the  Corporation  should  be  amended 
and,  after  discussion  the  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

RESOLVED  to  recommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  last  paragraph 
of  Section  III  of  the  By-laws  be  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Trustees  shall  appoint  a  Director  of  the  Museum, 
a  Dean  of  the  School  of  Industrial  Art,  a  Dean  of  the 
Philadelphia  Textile  Institute  and  such  other  officers 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  shall  define  their  respective 
duties  and  fix  their  compensation. 

After  further  discussion  several  other  natters  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Committee  and  upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 
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RESOL\^D  that   it  is   the   sense   of   the   Committee   on   Instruction  that  a  com-

faces.

Dean  Warwick  said  that  the  School  of  Industrial  Art  now  is  practically 
a  girls'  school.  The  problem  now  facing  the  School  is  the  effect  and  the 
nature  of  the  decision  which  might  be  made  regarding  drafting  of  essential 
and  unessential  men  and  women. 


The  Dean  with  Miss  Orth  attended  the  Women  Power  Forum  sponsored  by  the 
Philadelphia  Fashion  Group  and  an  exhibition  at  the  Franklin  Institute  - 
Women  in  War  Work.   During  the  Forum  it  was  brought  out  that  by  next  fall, 
100,000  young  women  will  be  needed  in  Philadelphia  for  defense  jobs.   Many 
of  our  students  have  already  notified  us  of  their  intention  to  withdraw  from 
the  School  at  the  close  of  this  year.   Dean  Warwick  is  doing  everything  pos- 
sible to  hold  the  students'  interest. 

Dean  Warwick  said  that  moving  picture  camera  men  from  the  Navy  Depart- 
ment visited  the  School  requesting  leave  to  take  pictures  in  the  Ceramic 
Department  for  the  Manpower  Commission.  They  photographed  unaer  dramatic 
lighting  settings  activities  which  will  be  incorporated  in  a  large  motion 
picture  to  be  released  shortly  showing  industries  working  for  the  war  effort. 
Many  large  potteries  are  now  devoted  entirely  to  the  war  effort. 

He  announced  that  the  Fashion  Show  will  be  held  May  5.   Final  plans  have 
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not  yet  been   completed. 

In  the   absence   of  Dean  Heard,   the    Secretary  of   the   Corporation  read  the 
Textile   Institute  report.      The   report   set  forth  the  activities   of    the  Dean 
and   of  the  faculty  covering  the  month  of  March. 

The    Institute    seems    fairly  assured   of  having  a   small    group   of  women  on 
a  thirteen  week  program  of   instruction  for  the   Phi  laatiipxiia   Quartermaster 
Depot.

They  have 
sponsored  a  competition  for  a  Radio  Cabinet  Design.  Mr.  Rundel,  Art  Director 
for  RCA  has  outlined  the  program.  The  prizes  will  be:   1st,  ^200.;  2nd,  |50.; 
3rd,  $25.  Mr.  Rundle  has  also  given  a  problem  to  the  Illustration  class  for 
the  designing  of  an  Album  cover  for  a  Victor  Recorded  set,  himself  making  the 
criticism. 
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I\i!r.  Joseph  Meyers,  head  of  the  Electrical  Division  of  Froctor  and  Schwartz 
has  arranged  an  interview  to  criticize  the  original  designs  for  a  portable 
electric  cooker  which  was  designed  by  the  students  in  Industrial  Design. 

Mr,  Shuler  who  has  been  attending  the  course  offered  by  Plastic  Industries 
Technical  Institute  reported  interesting  progress.   He  said  that  the  course 
is  splendidly  presented  and  should  equip  him  to  carry  out  very  important  work 
at  the  school.   Plastics  will  occupy  an  important  place  in  the  post-war  de- 
velopment. 

Dean  Warwick  reported  that  the  McCandlish  Exhibition  will  open  May  5  and 
extend  for  two  weeks. 

Plans  for  the  Annual  Exhibition  of  the  work  of  the  students  have  been  made. 
Dear  Warwick  hopes  to  have  the  work  of  the  students  now  in  the  service  on. ex- 
hibition, especially  displayed. 

Dean  Heard  told  the  Coimrdttee  of  his  many  activities  during  the  month  and 
of  the  activities  of  the  faculty  also. 

Arrangements  have  been  completed  and  the  new  course  for  women  in  Civil 
Service  is  under  way  with  twenty-one  in  attendance.   The  course  started  on 
April  19th  and  will  continue  for  thirteen  weeks.   The  revenue  will  amount  to 
13900.

Dean  Warwick  pointed  out  that  at  the  Commencement  exercises  the  School 
of  Industrial  Art  awgrded  11  degrees  and  36  diplomas.  The  Annual  Exhibition 
of  the  work  of  the  students  was  attended  by  554  and  ^A'as  very  successful. 

Dean  Warwick  further  pointed  out  the  decline  in  the  nuir^ber  of  students 
at  the  School  and  said  that  according  to  the  school  records  there  are  182 
men  in  the  service  of  which  there  are  listed,  one  captain,  20  lieutenants, 
22  sergeants,  25  corporals,  6  aviation  cadets,  20  first  class  privates  and 
4  in  officer  candidate  school.  Many  girl  students  have  entered  government 
work  in  one  form  or  another. 

Dean  Cox,  in  submitting  his  first  report,  said  that  the  first  tv/o  de- 
grees of  Bachel  of  Science  in  Textile  Engineering  were  awarded  at  Commencenient, 
He  reported  that  the  Quartermaster  Training  Course  given  through  Fenn  State 
College,  now  in  its  third  month,  was  progressing.   Due  to  the  success  of 
this  course  a  second  one  under  the  same  auspices  is  being  organized  to  train 
inspectors  for  the  Jeffersonville,  Indiana  Depot,  which  is  expected  to  begin 
July  12.   A  nev;  late  afternoon  class  of  thirty-three  people,  given  through 
Drexel  Institute  for  the  training  of  employees  at  the  Philadelphia  Quarter- 
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master  Depot,  was  started  on  Monday,  June  21,  the  previous  course  ended  at  that 
time . 

Dean  Cox  said  that  the  three -semester  program  is  in  operation,  the  summer 
semester  beginning  on  Monday,  June  14,  with  twenty-nine  students.   Research 
projects  already  undertaken  are  progressing  and  in  two  instances  very  definite 
results  have  been  obtained  for  the  sponsors. 

Mr.   Cox  reported  that  there  had  been  a  change  in  the  Evening  School  hours, 
i.e.,  instead  of  three  nights  a  week  the  classes  will  now  meet  on  llond&y  and 
Wednesday  from  7  to  10  o'clock.   He  thought  this  arrangement  would  help  meet 
the  transportation  difficulties  that  many  students  face. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  night  school  for  the  Philadelphia  Textile 
Institute  was  limited  to  Monday  and  Wednesday  nights  from  7  to  10, 

Ward  France  as  Director  of  the 
Evening  School,  which  appointment,  upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  was  approved. 

It  has  been  necessary  to  place  Mr.  John  Linton  on  the  staff  as  instructor 
in  dyeing.  He  will  give  part  time  to  operations  in  the  dyehouse  ana  continue 
some  courses  toward  his  degree. 

On  motioia,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  to  approve  the  appointment  of 
John  Linton  as  instructor  in  dyeing  at  an  annual  salary  of  $1200. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seoondeu,  the  following  resolutions  were  adopted: 

RESOLVED  that  adjustments  in  the  wages  of  the  maintenance  group  of  the 
schools  as  submitted  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  building  be  approved  and  that 
application  be  made  to  the  War  Labor  Board  to  make  these  adjustments  effective 
June  1,  1943. 

RESOL'^/ED  that  the  annual  salary  of  the  following  secretaries  employed  in 
the  office  of  the  Dean  of  the  Textile  Institute  be  approved  and  that  application 
to  the  War  Labor  Board  be  made  to  effect  these  adjustments  as  of  June  1,  1943: 

Hazel  Hesser,  from  $1300  to  |1600.  -  Gloria  Schultz,  from  $988  to  |1200. 

RESOLVED  that  the  annual  salary  of  Richard  S.  Cox,  Dean  of  the  Textile 
Institute,  be  fixed  at  |6000  effective  June  1,  1943. 

RESOLVED  that  the  annual  salary  of  B.  R.  Koenig  be  increased  from  $2400 
to  |2800  and  his  appointment  as  Assistant  Professor  of  Jacquard  be  approved, 
effective  June  1,  1943. 

RESOLVED  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Corporation  be  authorized  to  file  th© 
proper  papers  with  the  Salary  Stabilization  Unit  to  effect  the  above  changes.
